FACTS AND FIGURES 
ON THE POOLS 

Up to last Friday, the 
‘Draw Specialists’ in the 
U.K. were Everton, who 
were way out in front with 
the phenomenal figure of 
12 draws from 18 mat- 
ches. Goals were cer- 
tainly hard to come by 
with 23 for and 18 against. 
Watford have 9 draws 
‘rom 20 matches. Quite a 
lot of teams have 8 draws. 
These are Wolves and 
Chelsea, Notts County, 


Orient, Portsmouth, Port 
Vale, Halifax, and 
Scunthorpe. 


Seven draws have been 
recorded by Stoke, 
Coventry, Norwich, West 


Brom, Hull, Blackpool 
Swindon, Colchester, 
Southport, Torquay, 


Cambridge and Roch- 
dale. 

In Scotland, we have 
had fewer League games, 
and therefore the number 
of draws is less but only in 
relation to matches 
played, so we have seven 
in Scotland who have 
shown a penchant for tied 


“games. They are Dun- 
fermline, Kilmarnock, 
Hearts, Stenhousemuir, 
Alloa, Stranraer and 


Cowdenbeath. Watch out 
for matches where any of 
these teams are im- 
plicated, particularly if 
they have not been in- 
volved in any draws for 
about five matches.

WINNING 


CHANCE? 

By JOHN O’BRIEN 
Any competition — in any sport — has to 
give all contestants some sort of a winning 
chance. If it doesn’t, the competition is 

doomed to box office failure. 
| would advise NSW Federation clubs to 
digest that statement because it could vitally 

affect next season’s premiership. 


Let’s face facts. There 
are 12 teams in the NSW 
first division. But half of 
them don’t have a dog’s 
chance of winning the 
title. 

Not even the keenest 
of their supporters would 
put money on teams like 
Sutherland Shire, 
Granville, Yugal Prague, 
Auburn, Balgownie or 
South Sydney Croatia. 
They are the make- 
weights, the sides thrown 
,in to make up the number. 

Maybe I’m being unfair 
to South Sydney. Their 
triumph in this year’s 
Rothmans Cup may in- 
spire them to greatness in 
1975. But I’d need very 
long odds to bet on it. 

In other words, the 1975 
premiership, desperately 
needing stronger teams 
and better competition, is 
again going to be confined 
to an elite few clubs. 

St George Budapest, 
Hakoah Eastern Suburbs, 
Apia Leichhardt and 
Western Suburbs should 
again dominate the 
campaign. Possibly 
Marconi Fairfield and 
Pan Hellenic will also 
challenge for top honours, 
But the title battle seems 
fated to be usual closed 
shop. 

What is the alternative? 
It’s not easy to find the 
answer without being 
ruthless to. the point of 
kicking out all teams 
which have no hope of 
becoming premiers. 

This would leave only 
six sides in the comp. 
That wouldn’t work. 

On the other hand, if 
the leading six clubs 
could join forces with top 
clubs from Victoria, and 
possibly South Australia, 
Queensland and 
Newcastle, a _ better 
competition would surely, 
evolve. 

This sort of thinking is 
behind the constant 
pushing from Hakoah, St 
George, Apia and a few 
others for a national 
league. It caused Hakoah 
to issue an ultimatum ... 
“give us a _ stronger 
league or we'll revert to 
amateur Soccer’’. 

It is a pity the ad- 
vocates of the national 
league had no success 
with their planning. They 
have been bogged down 
by the smaller clubs, the 
clubs which cannot afford 
to play in a national 
league but still don’t want 
anyone else to play in it. 

Assuming the 1975 NSW 
premiership is  un- 
changed, who win will? 

Inevitably, Hakoah and 
Saints — the two best 
teams this year — will 
once more be short-priced 
favourites. Wests must 
improve considerably on

This reminds me of a

There are 
several who might make 
the grade but the only one 
I’d really bank on is 
Harry Williams, the

George. 

Harry has everything in 
his favour. In his early

There will be a marked tightening-up in 
the financial set-up in all NSW Soccer clubs 


in 1975. 


Hard-up clubs have not accepted something 
they refused to believe for years . . ! that they just 
cannot afford to finance the expensive semi- 
professional game any longer. 


Some: are asking their 
players to sign for 
drastically reduced 
terms. Other state they 
will operate on a “‘semi- 
amateur” basis an 
untidy description but it 
obviously is much less 
expensive than “‘semi- 
pro’. It is also possible 
that a few clubs will 
capitulate altogether and 
quit Federation Soccer. 

The only teams. in 
Sydney first division 


RAY RICHARDS, in the mood to celebrate after a successful match for Aus- 


Soccer able to support 
ever-incréasing costs are 
St George Budapest, 
Western Suburbs, Hakoah 
Eastern Suburbs, Mar- 
coni Fairfield and Apia 
Leichhardt.

Within a few days, there 
was talk of $8,000 being 
the top figure for Wilson . 
. and not many clubs 
were interested even at 
that reduced price. 
Peter Wilson is good 
value at $14,000. But in the 
present cash climate, 
with economies evident 
throughout the game in 
NSW, not one team 
wanted to invest that 


It’s belt-tightening time 
for all. And Soccer need 
not suffer from such long- 
overdue reform. 


These are the sort of 
tourists we need. Nothing 
is achieved by bringing 
English third division 
-teams here. Bristol 
Rovers and Bournemouth 
cut no ice with hard-to- 
please local spectators. 

What troubles me is the 
way “hints” about 1975 
tours are filtering 
through from NSW 
Federation members.

METRO ROUND—UP 
BY 


George 


Yelland 


For much of season 1974, Metropolitan 
Second Division was wide open with at least 
five clubs justifiable promotion prospects. 

In recent years Princes Park have made a 
habit of setting the pace in this division and last 
season was no exception. ¥ 


They set off in great 

style and led the table for 
half the season. 
_ Turning point came 
with a crushing defeat at 
Sixth Avenue, which also 
marked Waverley City’s 
emergence as the strong 
side of the division. 

From that point, 
Princes Park faded out of 
calculations. It is an 
interesting situation 
which seems to recur 
year after year. 

One wonders if the 
Princes Park club really 
wants to make Division 
One, or whether they 
have the resources and 
ground facilities to 
maintain position if they 
achieve it. 

Princes Park is one of 
the few clubs left in the 
Met, which is strongly 
ethnic. Being of Greek 
origin, one wonders if 
they could survive at the 
top, in view of clubs like 
South Melbourne Hellas, 
Fitzroy United Alexander 
and Western Suburbs who 
perform above them and 
carry a large measure of 


the available Greek 
support. 
EASTERN SUBURBS 


Another club which 
would probably have had 
a more active role in 
promotion than it did, due 
to a long injury list, is 
Dandenong City. 

Since their fall from 
Division One, a year or 
two since, the club has 
struggled. They finally 
found a new ground, but 
an unduly wet season and 
a too early move on to it, 
resulted in a quagmire 
and postponed games. 

Accidents to players, 
including an inordinate 
number of broken legs, 
upset last season’s 
determined effort to 
regain Division One. 
Soccer needs a top club in 
the Dandenong area, just 
as it does down the 
peninsula, and one would 


hope to see State League 
soccer in both areas in the 
not too distant future. 

Looking at the situation 
in Dandenong 
realistically, there is no 
immediate appearance of 
the all round professional 
approach and influx of big 
money necessary to 
achieve and maintain a 
position in State League. 
Perhaps it may emerge, 
if the club reaches 
Division One in 1975. 

Dandenong has a lot of 
good, youthful talent and 
they could emerge as a 
serious contender for 
Division Two honours in 
1975. 

FIFTH CONTENDER 

Croydon City, the other 
Second Division front 
runner was probably the 
most unlucky. ; 

After a great fight, they 
managed a draw in their 
last away game at 
Waverley. With a 
superior goal average, it 
meant that Ferntree 
Gully had to win their 
postponed game, away to 
champions Waverley 
City. 

In what was probably 
their best performance 
for the year, Gully 
triumphed by the only 
goal of the game and 
pipped Croydon on the 
post. There is no doubt 
that Waverley did not 
throw the game, but 
having already clinched 
the championship, there 
was probably a 
psychological let down. 

It was tough on 
Croydon, up to a point, 
but in fairness they did 
not perform like a 
promotion side in many 
away games. 

They are setting about 
preparations for next 
season in a way which 
suggests they really 
mean business. 

TATE RISE 

North Carlton, another 


Greek oriented club, had 
a disastrous start and for 


much of the first half of 
the season, appeared 
likely to make a swift 
return to Third Division. 

The second half of the 
year was quite a different 
story and they finished in 
joint sixth position with 
Springvale and Rich- 
mond. Actually, goal 
average left them eighth 
on the ladder, but it was a 
remarkable .late 
recovery. 

NEWCOMERS 
PROSPECTS 

Always a tough com- 
petition, Division Two 
looks to be a heartstopper 
in 1975. 

Box Hill and Yallourn, 
down from the top 
division, have embarked 
on a long term 
programme to achieve 
top honours. : 

I think Box Hill will be 
up among the leaders, but 
Yallourn are likely to find 
the going tough until the 
club settles down to its 
reconstitution plans. 

From Division Three 
come two fine clubs. 
Brighton, with fifty years 
of tradition behind them, 
are determined to carry 
on where they left off at 
the end of last season. 

Without the genius of 
Bobby McLachlan, they 
may find the going 
tougher than expected. 
There is a new spirit of 
urgency in the club, due 
in no small measure to 
the bubbling enthusiasm 
of team: manager and 
club chairman, Les 
Sharrock. 

Bayswater, relatively a 
new Club, have developed 


colossal team and club 


spirit. They have a great 
reservoir of junior talent 
and once they solve 
their ground problems I 
believe will become a 
great force in the next few 
years, in Victorian 
Soccer. I think they will 
go well in 1975 in Division 


Two. 
GREAT POTENTIAL 
Moreland, a club which 
graced the State League 
some twelve years since, 
is a club with plenty of 
potential. 


In numerous games last - 


season, they looked world 
beaters and yet somehow 
managed to lose. 

In the end they just 


managed to avoid 
relegation, with a 
superior goal average to 
Prahran City. 

In past years, Moreland 
have been slow starters 
and finished strongly. 
Last season was the 
reverse. 

They started well and 
appeared likely to have a 
lot to say about 
promotion. They faded 


badly ‘and just managed 


to hang on to Division 
Two status. 

DRAW SPECIALISTS 

Springvale had the 
unique record of being the 
V.S.F.’s draw specialists. 
They drew two more 
games than Richmond 
and Western Suburbs and 
at least three more than 
any other club in the Met. 
It is easy to see that a 
little more or less good 
fortune, and they might 


‘have been relegated or 


promoted. 

Richmond -who drew 
more than a third of their 
games, are a strong, well 
balanced club. 

Difficult to down on 
their sloping ground at 
Burnley Oval, they had a 
poor away record. 


These two clubs might 


be well worth following on 
the pools. : 

Between them, they 
drew 18 games out of 44 
played. : 

Whilst on the subject of 
draws, it is well worth 
remembering that in 1974, 
one game in every five in 
the Met, ended all square.

Many clubs now produce booklets explaining 


an apprentice role in European soccer mainly to 
persuade parents of promising youngsters that a 
career as a professional is not such a bad job — 
provided they show enough dedication to make 


the grade. 

In the English Midland 
town West Bromwich, 
twelve enterprising 
apprentices of the local 
club Albion, one of the 
more famous clubs in 
Britain, put down their 
boots and went into the 
film making business to 
produce a film called 
“Life as a soccer ap- 
prentice’’. 

It is certainly a film 
with a difference. Not 
only did the future West 
Bromwich Albion players 
star in the ‘movie’ but 
they also wrote the script, 
edited and produced a 40 
minutes most interesting 


mini-epic which shows in 
detail how an apprentice 
of a famous English 
soccer club spends his 
working day. 

It showed the duties and 
roles each of the 
youngsters had to per- 
form and they  in- 
terviewed each other in a 
surprisingly expert 
manner. 

They even involved the 
vital section of backroom 
staff who ensure that the 
youngsters eat the right 
food, look after> them- 
selves off the pitch in a 
manner fitting of a person 
in public life. There is 
even a segment on the

an important part of the 


youngsters well-being.

Albion’s Commercial 


Manager Les Thorley, 
pleased with the response 
to the film and the image 
it created for his club, had 
this to say: 

“This excellent film 
looks at all aspects of an 
apprentice and his job in 
the club. It is now being 
shown to youngsters who 
may want to join us in the 
future and their parents.’ 

“The lads had no 
outside help with the film. 
They made it entirely 
under their own steam 
using the points they had 
learned during their 
studies. 

“The finished product 
was a highly professional 
document of a high 
‘professional club 
covering every facet of

also showing some of the 
less glamourous parts of 
the job that some people 
seem to forget’.

Yugoslavia are proud of 
their cup specialist 
Hajduk Split. The 
illustrious club have won 
the Yugoslav Football 
Cup for the third con- 
secutive year. They 
defeated Borac Banja 
Luka 1-0 but not without - 
many anxious moments. 

The match was played 
in Belgrade and although 
B.B.L. are a Second 
Division club, they 
showed a very high 
standard and Hajduk, 
although firm favourite, 
had to fight all the way. 

Soccer in Yugoslavia is 
in a very healthy 
situation. It became the 
first communist country 
to recognise professional 
soccer though - the 
government only 
reluctantly agreed, but 
really had little choice. 

Far too many players 
were leaving the country 
at a time when they were 
officially amateurs but in 
fact were under the lap 
poorly rewarded part 
timers. 

Simply the flood had to 
be stopped when eight of 
the crack Partizan club of 
Belgrade together with 
coach and manager left 
Yugoslavia a few weeks 
after they reached the 
European Champions 
Cup Final, I believe in 
1966. 

Also within a period of a 
year, around the time of 
the success of the Par- 

tizan Belgrade team, 
more than 100 top First 


Division players of high ~ 
repute left the country to | 
play in West Germany, | 
Belgium, | 


Holland, 
France and Switzerland. 

In Switzerland of 
course they were highly 
paid amateurs. Some 
players from Yugoslavia 


, Czechoslovakia, 
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even found their way to 
the U.S.A., Australia and 
South Africa. 

It was this exodus 
which forced the 
Yugoslav government to 
make professionalism 
legal so that the clubs at 
least can sell their 
players. 

The compensation in 
the form of a transfer fee 
not only helps clubs but 
also brings into the 
country valuable foreign 
currency. 

Xo ke a 


Clubs. in Eastern 
European countries are 
supposed to be amateur. 
However new clubs have _ 
been formed in Hungary, 
Bul- 
garia, Rumania and 
even in Russia to hold 
star players that would 
earn big money in the 
West. Top clubs are very 
largely backed by the 
Army. This enables 
players to draw a good 
salary, can concentrate 
on soccer and = are 
generally leading the life 
of stars. 

Naturally other clubs 
have always objected but 
with very little success. 

So you find that such 
teams as Honved in 
Hunary, Legia in Poland 
which will tour Australia 
in the new year, CCA of 
Rumania and CNDA of 
Bulgaria are influencial 
and strong clubs and 
compare with the best in 
the Western World.
